COLD  STORAGE  REPORT,  JULY  1,  I962 

Commodity'  summary 

Refrigerated  products  in  warehouses  totaled  5.1  billion  pounds  on  July  1,  a  record 
amount  for  the  date  with  both  cooler  and  freezer  stocks  at  high  marks  for  the  month. 
A  year  ago^  product  weight  under  refrigeration  totaled  U.6  billion  pounds  while  the 
1957-61  average  for  July  1  is  I4..2  billion  pounds.    Holdings  of  jj.ozeji_turjc eys ^  at  122 
million  pounds,  were  the  largest  ever  for  the  date.    They  exceeded  July  1,  I96I  stocks 
by  15  percent  and  were  about  50  percent  larger  than  the  JUI3/"  1  average.    During  June, 
stocks  fell  off  10  million  pounds  or  5  times  m.ore  than  the  average  June  reduction. 
However,  during  June  I96I,  stocks  increased  13  m.illion  pounds.    A  strong  seasonal  gain 

o^^'ange  concentrate  stocks,  6  m.illion  gallons,  brought  supplies  to  66  m.illion 
gallons,  the  largest  recorded.    By  com.p arisen,  holdings  on  July  1,  I96I,  totaled  50 
million  gallons,  while  the  1957-61  average  for  the  date  is  kh  million  gallons.  The 
862  million  pounds  of  frozen  vegetables  set  a  new  high  for  Jul3'-  1.    Despite  a  contra- 
seasonal  reduction  of  11  m-illion  pounds,  frozen  vegetable  stocks  still  were  7  percent 
larger  than  a  year  earlier  and  35  percent  above  average.    Generally,  the  June  change 
is  a  gain  of  27  million  pounds,  and  during  June  I96I,  frozen  vegetable  stocks  in- 
creased 39  million  pounds.    Seasonal  buildups  in  stocks  brought  butter  holdings  up  to 
L1.I9  million  pounds,  and  American  cheese  to  14.55  million  pounds.    Holdings  of  butter 
were  almost  double  the  amount  stored  on  July  1,  I96I,  and  more  than  two  and  one-half 
times  the  average.    American  cheese  stocks  were  Ik  percent  above  a  year  earlier  and 
30  percent  above  average.    Shell  egg  holdings  went  up  to  1109^000  cases,  a  gain  of 
87^000  from,  the  previous  month.    Frozen  eggs,  at  111  million  pounds  were  slightly 
under  a  year  earlier  and  23  percent  less  than  average  for  July  1.    Meat  and  meat  pro- 
ducts ,  with  517  million  pounds  in  storage  on  July  1,  were  up  h  percent  from  a  year 
earlier.    Com.pared  with  the  average,  meat  stocks  were  larger  by  1  percent. 

Cooler  and  freezer  stock  changes 

Mid-year  cooler-held  products  totaled  a  record  1.6  billion  pounds.     This  was  the 
highest  on  record  for  July  1.    It  exceeded  the  previous  high  for  the  date,  1957 ^  by 
19  million  pounds,  and  the  1957-61  average  for  July  1  by  163  million  pounds.  During 
June,  holdings  increased  2h  m.illion  pounds,  primarily  in  fresh  fruits  (other  than 
apples  and  pears),  dried  and  evaporated  fruits,  cheese,  milk,  eggs,  beef  and  pork. 
Partially  offsetting,  were  seasonal  declines  in  stocks  of  veal,  lamib  and  canned  meats. 
Freezer -held  items  were  up  seasonally,  too.    A  gain  of  117  million  pounds  increased 
weight  in  freezer  space  to  a  record  July  1  total  of  3.6  billion  pounds.  Previously, 
the  high  for  the  date  was  3.2  billion  pounds  reported  in  I96I.    Cream.,  butter,  eggs, 
fruits  and  juice  stocks  increased  during  June  while  stocks  of  poultn^  and  frozen 
vegetables  and  meat  declined. 

Storage  occupancy  in  public  warehouses 

Utilization  of  both  cooler  and  freezer  space  in  public  refrigerated  warehouses  in- 
creased during  June.    Occupancy  of  public  cooler  space,  at  60  percent  of  usable 
capacity  on  July  1,  was  up  1  point  from  June  1  and  freezer  occupancy,  at  70  percent, 
was  up  3  points.    Compsred  with  July  1  last  year,  cooler  occupancy  was  up  6  points, 
but  freezer  occupancy  was  down  1  point.     The  July  1,  1957-61  average  occupancj^  is  52 
percent  for  coolers  and  67  percent  for  freezers.    Most  regional  areas  increased  their 
cooler  and  freezer  occupancy  during  June, 

Dairy  and  dairy  products 

A  32- m.illion  pound  net  gain  brought  July  1  stocks  of  butter  to  hl9  million  pounds. 
These  were  the  second  largest  stocks  on  record  for  the  date,  exceeded  only  by  the 
195U  holdings  of  [j.66  million  pounds.    Stocks  were  alm.ost  twice  the  218  million  pounds 
stored  on  July  1,  I96I,  and  over  2|  times  the  5-year  average  of  I67  million  pounds. 
Governm.ent  stocks  of  butter  totaled  370  million  pounds,  leaving  k9  million  in  commer- 
cial channels  compared  with  5l  million  last  month  and  65  million  a  year  earlier. 
American  cheese  stocks  totaled  Ij.55  million  pounds,  an  increase  of  36  million  pounds 
from  June  1.     These  were  the  largest  holdings  for  the  date  since  1956  when  kOk  million 
pounds  were  in  storage.     The  July  1,  I96I  stocks  totaled  i|00  million  pounds  while  the 
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5-year  average  holdings  are  350  million  pounds.    Government  holdings  of  American 
cheese  totaled  85  million  pounds.    A  seasonal  increase  also  raised  warehouse  stocks 
of  cream  by  3  million  pounds  during  June  to  total  ih  million  pounds  on  July  1. 
Supplies  for  the  date  were  about  9  million  pounds  below  July  1^  1961^  and  Ih  million 
below  the  5-year  average. 

Juices  3  fruits  and  vegetables 

The  66  million  gallons  of  orange  concentrate  held  on  July  1  were  a  record  high^  and 
exceeded  the  previous  year's  peak  stocks  by  16  million  gallons.    Approximately  6 
million  gallons  were  added  to  the  national  total  during  June.     This  was  twice  the 
June  1961  gain.     The  average  gain  is  300,000  gallons.    Frozen  fruit  stocks  totaled 
362  million  pounds  on  July  1.    For  the  date^  these  supplies  were  6"million  under 
holdings  a  year  earlier  and  8  million  short  of  average.    The  June  net  increase  of  5? 
million  pounds  was  only  about  two-thirds  as  large  as  both  the  gain  last  year  and  the 
average.    Practically  all  the  increase  was  in  strawberries  which  totaled  153  million 
pounds 5  up  72  million  from  a  month  earlier.    This  time  last  year,  frozen  strawberry 
holdings  were  195  million  pounds  while  the  average  for  July  1  is  201  million.  A 
greater  than  average  reduction  in  frozen  french  fries  and  a  smaller  than  average 
increase  in  frozen  green  peas  resulted  in  a  drop  of  frozen  vegetable  stocks.  Holdings 
on  July  1  totaled  862  million  pounds,  down  11  million  since  June  1.     This  compared 
with  a  gain  of  39  million  pounds  during  June  I96I  and  the  average  gain  for  the  month 
of  27  million  pounds.    Frozen  vegetable  stocks  on  July  1  were  still  58  million  larger 
than  this  date  last  year  and  222  million  pounds  greater  than  average.    Frozen  frencft 
fries,  at  217  million  pounds,  were  down  30  million  during  June.  This  r  eduction  was  more 
than  one-third  greater  than  a  year  earlier  and  88  percent  more  than  the  average  June 
decline.    Frozen  green  peas  totaled  138  million  pounds  on  July  1,  up  52  million.  This 
was  a  small  gain  for  June  considering  that  a  year  earlier  stocks  increased  73  million 
pounds  and  the  average  gain  for  the  month  is  63  million  pounds. 

Poultry  and  poultr3^  products 

Warehouse  holdings  of  frozen  pou-ltry  declined  12  million  pounds  during  June,  compared 
with  an  increase  of  25"  mlTii"on"a~year  earlier  and  the  average  reduction  of  one  million 
pounds.     Total  poultry  stocks,  at  208  million  pounds,  were  5  million  pounds  short  of 
the  July  1  record  set  in  I96I,  but  were  30  million  pounds  above  average.  Turkey 
holdings  declined  10  million  pounds  during  June.     The  July  1  inventory  at  122  million 
pounds  was  l5  percent  above  July  1,  I96I,  and  k9  percent  above  average.    A  net  in- 
crease of  87^000  cases  of  shell  eggs  during  June  brought  holdings  to  ij.09,000  cases  on 
July  1.    However,  stocks  were  the  second  smallest  July  1  holdings  on  record.    Only  the 
1961  stocks  of  365^000  cases  were  lower.    Average  July  1  holdings  are  1,039^000  cases. 
Although  frozen  egg  holdings  increased  26  million  pounds  during  June,  stocks  of  111 
million  pounds  were  the  lowest  for  any  July  1  on  record  since  1935^  when  IO8  million 
pounds  were  reported.    Current  frozen  egg  holdings  are  1  percent  below  July  I96I,  and 
23  percent  below  average. 

Meat  and  meat  products 

The  seasonal  reduction  of  warehouse  stocks  of  meatand  meat  products  was  somewhat 
greater  than  usual.    The  net  reduction  during  June  was  69  million  pounds  compared 
with  a  decline  of  27  million  pounds  a  year  earlier  and  the  5-year  average  decline  of 
i|6  million  pounds.    However,  stocks  at  5l7  million  pounds,  were  h  percent  greater  than 
a  year  earlier  and  1  percent  above  average  for  July  1.    Stocks  of  cooler  and  freezer 
beef,  at  127  million  pounds,  declined  ih  million  pounds  during  June  compared  with  a 
2-million  pound  increase  a  year  earlier  and  the  5-year  average  decline  of  3  million 
pounds.     Total  pork  holdings  declined  i|6  million  pounds  compared  with  a  29  million 
pound  decline  during  June  I96I  and  the  average  reduction  of  39  million  pounds.  Frozen 
pork  declined  hi  million  pounds  while  cooler  pork  increased  one  million  pounds.  Other 
meats  totaled  97  million  pounds,  a  decline  of  8  million  pounds  from  June  1.
